PLANTING WATER LILIES 
By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

W ATER LILIES should be 
planted in a pool that is 
exposed to the full sun. 
The depth of the pool should be 
about two feet. It is best to cover 
the entire pool with dirt rather 
than planting them in boxes or 
pots. This gives the roots more 
room in which to spread out and 
more food to use. They will bloom 
for a longer season if they have 
plenty of root room. 

In planting use good top soil 
from the garden and mix with 
an equal amount of cow manure. 
Cover the bottom of the pool 
with this mixture for a depth of 
four to six inches. Place over 
this about the same amount of 
garden soil without the fertilizer. 
Then on top of this spread about 
one inch of pure clean sand. The 
sand will help to keep the water 
clean. When mixing the soil with 
the fertilizer for the bottom of 
the pool you can also use a 
little bone meal to add more food 
to the soil if you wish. After the 
dirt, fertilizer and sand has all 
been placed in the pool there 
should be about 10 inches left 
for the water. By measuring the 
depth of the pool before filling 
you can determine how much dirt 
you can use, so that you will 
have room for 10 inches of water. 

Lily tubers should be planted 
so that the crown sticks out 
above the soil. They should be 
planted two or three feet apart. 
Be careful to disturb the soil as 
little as possible so as to keep 
the water clear. Be especially 
careful about filling the pool with 
water for the first time. Use a 
burlap sack over the end of the 
hose so that the water will not 
wash the sand away. 

Bog plants and Lotus should be 
separated from the lilies by a 
wall or kept in separate contain¬ 
ers or they will choke out the 
lilies. 


a charming picture when planted 
together. If you haven’t this com¬ 
bination in your garden, get the 
plants started now and be for¬ 
ever grateful to yourself. 

Sow the seeds of radishes and 
carrots in the same row. After 
the radishes are harvested, car¬ 
rots will be left to grow to ma¬ 
turity. This conserves garden 
space and the radishes serve as 
a "nurse” crop for the carrots. 
The radish is an ideal plant to 
arouse the interest of children 
in gardening because of its 
very quick growth and the fact 

that it is eatable. 

* * * 

In spading a garden, the blade 
of the spade should be driven 
into the soil as nearly verticle as 
possible. The closer to verticle 
the blade goes in to the soil, the 
deeper it can penetrate and the 
better the job of digging. It is 
customary to send the spade or 
fork into the ground at a slant. 
The result is that while it may 
look like a good job of digging 
when it is done, the soil has not 
been turned for more than six 
or eight inches. 

Soil needs deep digging to let 
the air into .it. This helps to 
make the plant food more readily 
available for the growing plants. 
The roots of the plant also must 
have a certain amount of air to 
thrive.

ing the house for several weeks. 

S. R. G. Twycross told police 
that he had driven Mr. Bridges 
to his home about 7:30 Wed¬ 
nesday evening, had seen him 
turn on lights in the house, and 
had driven away. It is believed 
he was the last person to see Mr. 
Bridge alive. 

Mr. Bridge was fully identi¬ 
fied through correspondence found 
on the premises, and by W. H. 
Ingraham of the Sierra Madre 
Savings Bank where he carried a 
deposit, and Mr. Twycross. Of¬ 
ficer H. C. Scott discovered an 
envelope from the Plaza Hotel, 
Hollywood, with the Instructions 
"in case of accident or death no¬ 
tify Hugo Hirsh, Hotel Bossert, 
Brooklyn, N.Y." 

On instructions from the Coro¬ 
ner’s office, the body was re¬ 
moved to the Grant Funeral Par¬ 
lors, and that concern was or¬ 
dered to assume offices of the 
coroner’s department. 

Mr. Bridges has been coming 
to Sierra Madre for the past four 
years. He had only been here sev- 
l eral weeks, on his fourth visit to 
the peace and quiet of Sierra 
Madre, when death overtook him. 

Mr. Bridge was a distant rela¬ 
tion of Dr. Norman Bridge, 
president many year ago of the 
local water company, and nation¬ 
ally known as a professor of 
Russ Medical School, Chicago, 
and as chief surgeon of the 
Santa Fe Railway system. 

Dr Bridge, who originally 
came to Sierra Madre for his 
health, built the property on 
Auburn avenue now known as 
the Mira Monte Hotel, as a pri- 
vate residence and occupied it for 
several years. He also built the 
house in which his relative just 
died. 

Dr. Bridge was chief figure 
here in the famous water rights 
suit brought by the Baldwin 
estate more than 25 years ago. 
The suit resulted when the city 
of Sierra Madre built a water 
conversion system to tap the 
canyon supply, which supplied ir¬ 
rigation for ranch purposes on the 
limits. The Baldwins brought 
water, but lost. It was then that 
“Lucky" Baldwin, angry at the 
city and in vengeful mood, laid 
plans to hem this city into the 
mountainside and prevent its 
growth. „ 

Dr. Bridge was also well 
knwon because of a treatment 
for tuberculosis which he origi¬ 
nated, and for his philanthropic 
work in medical circles. He main¬ 
tained an office in Los Angeles 
while resident here, commuting 
daily for several hours of consul¬ 
tation work.

Become Due 

Ma!ny Commodities Affected 
By Schedule Operative 
, Next Tuesday 


Sierra Madreans will shortly 
begin to feel the effect of the 
radical changes Involved under 
the new Federal excise tax regu¬ 
lations. A survey just released 
and based on an analysis of the 
1932 Revenue Act, explains in de¬ 
tail the collection proceedure. 

In the analysis, made by R. S. 
Martin, tax counsellor and former 
internal-revenue agent in charge 
of California and Nevada, the 
following points were clarified: 

Taxes on telephone and tele¬ 
graph messages become operative 
June 21. Telephone taxes will be 
collected by the company and 
charged on the monthly bill. 
Telephone taxes are 10 cents on 
messages costing 50 cent to $1; 
15 cents on messages cost 31 to 
|2 and on messages of more than 
32 the tax is 20 cents. 

Telegraphic messages will be 
taxed 6 per cent of the total coot, 
the money to be collected by the 
company. 

Theatre admission taxes also 
begin on June 21, and consist of 
a 10 per cent tax on all tickets 
over 40 cents. 

Bank checks and safety deposit 
box taxes begin June 21, and 
amount to 10 per cent for each 
box rental and 2 cents for each 
check. In each case the bank col¬ 
lects and charges the depositor's 
account. 

Special stamps are provided for 
taxes on real estate conveyances 
and on stock and bond transfers; 
on the former the tax Is 50 cents 
for each 3500 over 3100. Stock 
transfer taxes are 4 cents a share 
Of 5 cents a share when the 
value is 320 on each 3100 per 
share. The bond tax is 4 cents 
per 3100 value. 

First class postage rates will 
be increased from 2 cents to 3 
cents beginning July 6, while 
new rates on second class post¬ 
age become operative July 1. 

As gasoline tax of 1 cent a 
gallon starts June 21, with the 
collection procedure beging simi¬ 
lar to that already in operation 
by the state. 

These excise taxes are all paid 
directly by the consumer and are 
deductible from income-tax re¬ 
turns provided a careful record 
Is kept. 

. The tax on tires becomes effec- 
tive June 21, and amounts to 10 
and 15 per cent.
